(It is noted that, claim 12 recited refractive 
index n is larger than 1.5, not NA) . 

Claim (s) 2-7 and 9-16 incorporate the indef initeness of 
claim (s) 1 and 8 by virtue of their dependency thereon. 

7) Claims 2-26 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection (s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set 
forth in this Office action.
